ONE WOMAN'S DAY

WHILE in the interior recently I learned an intriguing bit of 
early church history which has a well deserved place in 
the folk-lore annals of British Columbia.

STADIUM TO ACCOMMODATE 125,000 


MELBOURNE, Australia, 
Nov, 27..(Reuters)——-The 
Olympic games, slated for Mel- 
bourne in 1956, are a long way 
off, but the Australians are 
already busy with all-out prep- 
arations for them. 

Major item in planning for 
Olympics is a stadium where 
the major events will be held. 

The Olympic stadium will be 
erected at a football field a 
mile and a half from the cen- 
tre of Melbourne and work- 
men on the spot now are busy 
sinking test holes to determine 
the soil composition and rock 
strata of the site. * 

Soon other workmen will 
sturt tearing down the old

footbal| stadium to make way 
for the new’ one. 

After a contest among 115 
top-flight Australian architects, 
the organizing committee se- 
lected Frank Heath, winner of, 
this year’s town planning 
medal, to design the stadium. 


The plans he submitted will 
cost an estimated £900,000 to 
carry out. 

The Heath design inclues 

Accommodation for 125,000 
persons — 50,000 seated, 30,000 
standing but under shelter, 
and 45,000 standing in ‘the open. 

The problem is to provide 
more seating accommodation 
without decreasing the total 
capacity or skimping exits and 


entrances. Heath aimed at 
clearing thé whole stadium in 
10 minutes: 


His design sets the 615-by-490- 
foot oval several feet below the 
level of the present football 
field. The stadium buildings 
are correspondingly lower. 


In two tiers, the highest seats 
in the stands would be 40 feet 
above the level of the arena, 
and 150 feet back from the rim 
of the field. 


After the games, the stadium 
will be used for football and 
cricket and will become a “nat- 
ural” for the big semi-final and 
final matches -in- Australian 
rules football league competi- 
tion, usually. held on Mel-

Slansky is 51, Clementis 50. | 
All but three of the defendants 
are Jews. The violent attacks on 
Zionism during the week-long 
trial was reported to have un- 
leashed a wave of terror through 
jother east European Communist 
states, where many other Jews 
hold high places.
